A WAR TROPHY. 


lie Return of the "Bine field Flag" of 


tne 41st Ills, Regiment, Captured 


at Jackson, Ml»si«!tippi, 


July 12tb, 1863. 


Twenty-three years Bgx>, July the 12ih,]8«j, 
here occurred one of tbe moat ga'lant 
barge* ever made by American soldiers on 
he works of an enemy, and with the most 
IsastrouB results—it was after the fall of 
icksburg. Gen. W. T. Sherman, in command 
f a portion of Gen, Grant's Vickfclmrg army, 
rocceded to Jackuon, the capita! of Missis- 
ppi, to dr've the rebel Genera], J. E. John- 
ton, and his army, some 36,000 strong, from 
heir entrenched position at Jackson. The 
rmy arrived In'front of the city, and Gen. J. 
B. Lnuman's division of Gen Ord's 18th corps 
was ordered to close up the space between the 


[isslss'ppl Central K. R. and Pearl river. 
"his would extend the line from Pearl river 
n the north to Pearl river on the south. On 
unday mo Ding the 3rt Iowa, the 38th Ills., 
he 41st and 63m Ilia, regiments were Delected, 
.nder the command (jf Col. I. C. Pugh, to 


ivc toe enemy out oi ihe woods and to close 


u on Gen. Morey's rigbl. S < adtly the com- 
mand moved forwanl with e&irm:BberB in ad- 


ance until the woods was clear of Johnnies, 
,nd we had arrived at the ei'ge of the wood 
renting the enemy's breast works, behlcd 
which was stationed the corps of General 
Breckenridge, consisting of the Louisiana 
irigade, the Kentucky t;:l(rnde, the Florida 
irig-ade, with Austin's Louisiana sharp shoot- 
irs and McLane'u Tennessee battery, Cobb's 
I'y battery, ar d i he famous Washington artll- 
ery of New Orleans. A section of the 5th 
Ohio battery had been assisting in shelling the 
ebels out of the woods; tho column bad gone 
as far as it could go without bringing on an 
engagement, when Col. Pugh ordered them 
o lie down. But Gen. Lauman otders tho 
column forward, and forward into the jawa of 
death they go, having over one-half mile to 
ihnrge through an open field and over all 
kinds of obstructions. The work of death 
has commenced; Sergeant Hlckox,of Co. A, 
was tbe first man killed; but Boon be is joined 
by many olhera. The rebel infantry open on 
us and we are near tbe works; the double 
charges of grape and canister from the Westa- 
ngton artilleryot flew Orleans (said to be the 
>est artillery in the south) m:>w them down by 
tbe score u< til those four old regiments who 
have fought at Donaldson, Shiloh, Corinth 
and Yicksburg are cut down so that the four 
would not make one regiment. As soon as 
Col. Fugh could o ake bis voice heard Hboie 
tin din of battle, he ordered the men to re 
turn, but the older came too late, many had 
?one on and over the enemy's works and were 
prisoners, while many more were lying out 
side killed and wounded. Oh! tbe carnage of 
:hat hour, in which many a brave boy lost his 
life. Over two-thirds of tbe cumber tha 
went Into the charge were killed, wounded 01 
prisoners. The (?al ton t Major Frank M. Locg 
of TaylorviHe, was mortally wunded am 
died at the rebel hospital. Capt. D K. Ball 
Capt. W. F. Tunicy and other offlcsers wore 
wounded, besides the long list of killed tba 
stain that battlefield. Ibe colors had been 
the target at which .the rebel bullets and shell 
were hurled. The "Bluefleld Flag" of th 
Forty-first Illinois regiment waa shot down 
five times In the charge and five of the color 
guard killed and wounded and It waa onl 
left.because there was none of the colo 
guard to bear It from the field. The Na 
tlonal colors were carried by Sergeant H. M 
•Streaver, of Argenta, 111. With the staff sho 
into and the flag torn he brought it off th 
aeld, and areund thle flag rallied 47 member 
of tbe 4l8t Illinois, the remnant of that day 
work of death. The charging column wa 
supported by the section of the 5th Ohio Bat 
tery which followed us almost to )he rebe 
works Every horse was killed and the inos 
of the men, but the troops would not perml 
the rebels to have their guns and draggei 
thorn off by tmnil Tbe Fi 'th boys were brtiv 
artll'ery men and fought gallantly. TDnr 
was a great mistake in some oneoruering tha 
charge. Gi;n. Sherman and Gen. Ord Bay i 
was Gen. Laumao'8 blunder, while Gen, Lnu 
man says he was not to blame. Gen. Lnumai 
was placod under arres1' arid S3nt to his horn 
in Iowa, where he ever after remained. Tim 
rolls on and at the surrender of the L,onfeder 
acy the flags were all taken to the War De 
partmcnt at Washington, The secretary o 
the 41st Illinois learning the old banner wa 
in the War Department wrote tbe Adju'an 
GeJierul, request! g him to return the flag 
Oo the 28th of March he received the follow 
ing-' letter 1rom Washington, returning th 
Hug-. Tncse Hags are not returned If they huv 
been given up without a struggle or surren 
dered disgracefully.

DEATH OF REV. FATHER CHISSEY. 


n Old Citizen and Pioneer Preacher P»y> 


the Debt of Nature-Sketch 


of His Life.

Bev. W. S. Ori-Bey died at bis borne 
n Wett Prairie street last night at 9 
"o'ock, in tbe 75th year ot hie ege, Bl- 
ended by h'.B daughter, Miss Maggie, 
nd Mrs. S. B OrieBey, of Ocrro Qordo. 
ley. Oriaee? hoe been in fi eble health 'for 
everal years, and during mott of tbe 
ast severe winter bad remained at home 
tiongh be managed to attend the means 
f grace at the First M. E. church and 
ome down into tbe city on bright days, 
Last Tuesday he had a severe chill, and 


is condition alarmed tbe family on 


Wednesday, He was considerably bet- 
er on Thursday, and strong hope* were 
ntertained that he would soon be np 
again. Be grew weaker on Friday, and 
at 4 p, m. he became unconscious, re- 
maining in that cocdition until he died, 


Tbe wife of the deceased, who in the 
arly days shared bis experiences in the 
wild west wben he was tbe pioneer 
preacher in Illinois among tbe Indians, 
died in 1869. The surviving children are 
five in number-William E, Orissey, of 
Windsor, Mo; Samuel B. Cristey, of 
Oeiro Qordo, 111.; Trnman 8. Orissey and 
doggie Orissey, of Decntnr, 111., and Mrs. 
Ruth Cornell, of Chicago, III. 


Below ia given the history of the de- 


ceased as a preacher, and of the work he 
accomplished for the otmrob during his 
ifetime. Be preached the first Metho- 
dist sermon ever delivered in Decatur in 
May, 1831, and removed to Deoatar from 
Indiana about 1834. He quit preaching 
n 1843, and was busy in this city five or 
tix years settling up the business of his 
deceased uncle, Dr. W. T. Criesey, who 
conducted a drug busincej here. Along 
about 1848 Rev. Crissey opened a drug, 
grocery and book store in an old frame 
building that stood on the site of (juinn 
& Seyforth'e cigar f tore, and remained 
there until about 1860, when h» trans- 
ferred tbe business to his sons. When 
the war broke out tbe deceased becatne 
the chaplain of the 115th ID. Regt., of 
which the late J. H. Moore was Colonel, 
and he served until tbe clote ot tbe re- 
bellion. 


After the war closed tbe dece«ed wbi'e 


preaching occasionally (pent some years 
delivering lectures on various subjects al 
different points. Bis main lecture was 
"Recollections of Twenty-Five Years as a 
Circuit Rider." It was one of deep inter 
ent to tbe early settlers and was always 
appreciated. Rev Orissey was presen 
at the last old settlers' meeting at the 
fair grounds when he addressed the peo 
pie. Be had a fine memory and alway 
loved to chat hbont old times. 


BIOQBAFEIOAI,, 


Tbe following is taken from "The His 


tory of Methodism in Illinoip," published 
in 1883, by Rev, James Leaton, D. D 
historian of tbe Illinois Conference: 


WILLIAM STODDAET CBISBBY was born 
in Salisbury, Conn., April 23, ]811. In 
1815, liw parents, who were Preebyteri. 
ans, moved to Cincinnati, and died there 
three years afterwards. 
William then 


went to live with his uncle, who was a 
ctruggidt and physician in Cincinnati 
Ween ne was ten years old he was con 
verted and united with the Mtthodisi 
Episcopal church at the Old Stone 
Church, afterwards Wesley Chapel. A 
large number of boys were eonverte.1 a 
tbe same time, and formed into aoles'. 
with Samuel Huston as leader. ID 182!- 
he removed with his uncle to Louisville 
Ky., and two years afterwards to Bloom 
ington, Ind. While there he receivet 
licence to exhort from James Armstrong 
and, in 1829, having removed to Pad" 
111, be was licensed to preach. The nexl 
yeai he was received into conference, anc 
sent to Faoli Circuit, Ind, In 1831 h 
was appointed to Tuzewell Circuit, Thii 
was the year of the Black Hawk War.anc 
the circuit being on the frontiers, there 
was, of course, great excitement among 
the people. But despite this, tbe year 
was a prosperous one; two good camp 
meetings were held, at both of which 
there were gracious revivals, and some 
increase in the membership waa reportec 
at tbe close of tbe year, In 1832 be waa 
sent to Jacksonville circuit. The charge 
included what are now Morgan, Class anc 
Scott counties. For tbe first half ot th 
year Mr. Oriseay was alone, but in tbe 
spring, C. B. U. McOabe.H Ircul preacher 
who had just come from tbe lead regioni 
ot Missouri, was employe! to aseist him 
During this year the Asiatic cholera 
made its first appearanca in the country 
There we-e about one hundred deaths in 
Morgan county, and nearly sixty in Jack 
sonville. And yet, despite the panic cre- 
ated by the disease, there was a genera 
advance at most ot the appointmentp,anc 
also a slight increase ia the membership 
Mr. Crissey'e next appointment was Mt 
Oarmel Circuit. In 1834 he was lent to 
Eugene, and in 1836 to Dinville, Tbe 
latter charge bad been included in tbe 
former, which was divided at tbe confer 
enoe of 1835, Mr. Crissey s residence was 
at Danville during both years. Durinj 
his first year he commenced the buildinj 
of a church at Danville, and oompletec 
it the next year. It was, for those dajs 
a great undertaking, and the whole conn 
try for twenty miles around was canvass- 
ed for means to build it. At the lea 
quarterly meeting a camp-meeting waa 
held, a few miles from DaDvill", am 
at which there were about one hundred 
and twenty conversions and accessions to 
the Ctrarob, and about twenty-five pro- 
teased to be entirely sanctified. Bit next 
appointment waa Milwaukee, and in 1837 
be WM sent to Joliel, where be remained 
two years. 


Theaa were very mcceMfal yearr. 


Many souls were won to Ohrist, and a 
general advano«ne»t waa made. 
A 


church that had btm begun before at 
Plainfleld was oompleted and another at 
Joliet In tha winter rf 1838 Mr. Ons- 
sey fanned tbe first claas ai Lockport 
Mr. Bwn who waa bk ooUeafne OB ttua 
ohargt, say* ot bin: "Be wac a good 
preaobM, a fatihtal paetar, and poansed 
a good bMtoav aaat. Be was an inde- 
fatigable laborer, attending to all matk.li 
both amall and great" So faithful waa 
be in attending to aU hu disciplinary do* 
tie* that, it i§ said, while OB hit elieoit be 


reed at a/2 the appointments Mr. Wei- 
ley's sermoos on Dreas and Evil Speak- 
ing, and the General Rule*. At the con- 
ference of 1839 he was granted a super- 
annuated relation, which he sustained 
nntil 1842, when he waa appointed to De- 
catnr Circuit This was a very prosper- 
ous year. Between sixty and aeyenty 
were added to the Church in Decatar,aod 
on tbe eiitire charge there was an increase 
in the membership of one hundred and 
twenty-five ,His next appointment waa 
Hpringfleld Station. Here, though there 
was » decrease in the membership, waa a 
good rtvival of religion and a number ot 
fonls clearly o^nveited. At tbe close of 
the}ear be was again placed on the su- 
perannuated list, on which he remained 
until 1848, when he waa appointed to 
Rushville. He had notified fan presiding 
elder that it would be impossible for him 
*> fill an appointment, and yet in apite of 
bis be was appointed. Be did not £9 to- 
be charge, and at tbe next conference he 
was granted a location. Mr. Critter, aa 
above atated by Mr. Beggs, waa a good- 
preaoher,somewhat given to metapby»ioal- 
Ihcnesion, but acceptable and popular, 
le was scrupulous m observing all tbe 
irqnirfments of tbe Discipline, fasting 
every Friday, visiting among the people, 
and regularly meeting the class. In this 
duty he was patticnlar in inquiring of 
tbe members in regard to their attention 
to family and secret prayer, and their 
abstinence from intoxicating drinks. He 
was a faithful administrator of diftcipline; 
and while bleaaed with many graoiona re- 
vivals, his forte seemed to be the pnrifi- 
mtipn and bni'ding up ot the Chnrob. 
Be is cow (1883) enjoying a vigorous and 
lonored old age in Deoatur.

ority over tbe mortgage bonds of 
company to the itema of 130,322 and 
$14,140 claimed by Waring Bros, and so 
tar as they fail to provide that there etui 
be no priority or preference (with the ex 
ception of debta for taxes and receivers 
certificates issued to borrow money to 
pay taxe* or to discharge tax liens)amon£ 
the debta and claims, whether receivers 
certificates or other debta, wbioh are al- 
lowed the precedence over the mortgage 
btjnrts of any road; and the causes are re- 
manded to theci'rniit court, with a dirco- 
rinn to make tb no mndifloations in the 
decrees; and in a'l other respects the de- 
crees arc affirmed." 


By i he foregoing it is apparent tHs 


the deorec> of the Supreme Court situ pi 
modifies the decree uf Judge Harlon as 
to the Pans and Deoatur bonds formerly 
held by Waring Uros and by them ex- 
changed for Illinois Midi nd bonds; the 
two claims mfnt;o:ed in favor of the 
Waring* tnd providing that, wit'i the <-x- 
oeption o' claims growing out of texnc, 
the reofciv, n' claima shonld rank (qiiilly 
in the priority given them over mortgage 
bonds.

whiob order the Warings appealed and 
by the finding of the supreme court are

THEATRICAL MANAGERS. 


WHAT 
THEY ARE LIKE 
IN AND 


OUT OF THEIR PROFESSION. 


Sketches of Some of the Great New York 


Managers— Lester 
Wallack,

NEW YORK, March 29.— There is no class of 


men who are more talked about and wio are 
less known, who work harder for the public 
and who receive less credit for their efforts, 
than theatrical managers. There are a few 
managers who are familiar to the eye of the 
public. Lester Wallack, Tony Pastor and 
possibly one or two more are well known 
figures on tho street. But it is safe to say 
that not one put of a hundred people who are 
made to laugh at the refined humor of his 
plays, who marvel at his excellently trained 
company, or who admire his tastefully dec- 
orated theatre, recognize Mr. Augustm Daly 
in, the spare, thoughtful-looking man who 
glides through the luxurious foyer like a 
well-bred undertaker, clad in sombre raiment, 
and a hat of the style which was worn in by- 
gone ages crowning his rather long hair. 
Ten people) will turn on Broadway to look at 
Harry Dixey to one who will recognize his 
handsome manager, Mr. E. E. Hico. 


Yet if money is to be raised for some great 


public enterprise or charity, the managers are 
the first ones applied to, and they never are 
slow in responding. If a play is put on the 
boards which proves a great hit the success is 
ascribed to the genius of the star, the excel- 
lence of the company or the worth of the 
piece. If, on tho contrary, it is a failure it is 
due to the stupidity of the manager. The 
box office receipts are the salve which recon- 
ciles the hard working manager to public neg- 
lect and misinterpretation. 


In speaking of New York managers, Lester 


WaUock naturally comes first in one's mind, 


both on account of 
seniority and popu- 
larity, though, in 
truth, Mr. Wal- 
lack is much better 
as an actor than as 
a manager. 
He 


has been on the 
Now York boards 
since 1847, when, 
at the age of 28 — for 
he was born on J an . 
1, 1819— he made

Coldstream, He at 
once became the 
popular idol, and 


though now 07 years old the girls still fall in 
love with his handsome face and charming 
manner of playing the young man. 
He 


began his 
managerial career 
in 
1853, 


in 
Wallack's 
old 
theatre, on 
Broad- 


way, near Broome street. UinB years later 
he opened the theatre now the Star, on th« 
corner of Thirteenth street and Broadway, and 
in 18S2 the present house, on the comer of 
Broadway and Thirtieth street, was completed. 
Mr. Wallack is still a handsome man; cour- 
teous in manner, quick in perception and gen- 
erous in impulse. He has done much to ele- 
vate the tone of the stage from an artistic 
standpoint, and his theatre is one of the most 
fashionable in New York. His son, Arthur, 
now takes much of tho burden of management 
oil' his father's shoulders, and is an active and 
popular young man, possessed o£ much of his 
father's magnetic charm of. manner. Mr. 
Wnllark has collected about him a company 
of good actors, yet no plnj-s are quite so popu- 
lar as thu-io in which Mr. Wtillack himself 
appears. 


Mr. Augiistin Daly decs not appear on his 


own stngi', but he infuses an equally distinct 
per.sonaiit}' into his theatre by writing his 
o\vn plays ; or, to be more accurate, ho writes 
the most successful ones. Mr. Didy has an 
amiable \venkness in the direction of old 
English eomt'dii's and presents one or more 
durinp; <wh season, and whilo it is generally 
admitted ihut no company can produce tho 
old cumt'dii's more acceptably, it dors not 
reconcile audiences which are accustomed to 
Mr1. Daly's cnvn delicate humor to the more 
labored wit of the early English dramatists. 
Most of Mi-. Daly's later work has been 


adapted from the German" and bears the 


same resemblance to the original as a piece 
of delicate luce does to the spool of thread 
from which it is made. The material may be 
German, but the artistic touches, the charm- 
ing humor, the delicately worked-out situa- 
tions are Mr. Daly's. 


When Mr. Daly first became known as a 


writer of clever stories for The Sunday 
Courier along in 1S53, or thereabouts, he was 
colled John Augustin Daly by his friends, 
but the John was dropped when L« became a 
manager about twenty years ago. Mr. Daly 
is slender, intellectual looking, nervous in 
manner, quick in judgment and strong in his 
likes and dislikes. 
He lacks the magnetism 


which makes a popular man, yet every one 
respects him and hundreds who do not know 
his face arc grateful for the delightful plays 
he has produced, and the perfect company he 
has formed. Mr. Daly is a martinet in stage 
matters, and is said to l« very severe at re- 
hearsals, though this is but a rumor, for but 
few outsiders have been allowed to witness a 
rehearsal in his theatre, and he keeps an Im- 
mense Saint Bernard dog, Pique by name, 
at the stage door, who grows fat and lazy 
from a diet of would-be stage door mashers. 


Mr. A. M. Palmer, the present manager of 


the Madison Square 
theatre, is a small 
man with a pale 
face, 
gray 
hair 


and gray 
side 


whiskers. Mr. Pal- 
mer is the son of a 
New England cler- 
gyman, and thero 
is a curious mix- 
ture of the minister 
and the man of the 
world in his man- 
ners. He lacks the 
genial bonho>nie 
w h i c h chara:-tor- 
izes many of our 
A' "' PALMEr" 


manager, and impresses one as a cold, cal- 
culating man of business. 
For many years 


he was librnrinn of the Mercantile library, a 
post vi hirh he resigned to go into partnership 
with Sheridan Shook, in the management of 
tho TJnion Square theatre. 
H<; took the 


Madison Square from the Jfallory Brothers 
(one of them a reverend and editor of a re- 
ligous weekly, by the way) and has made it 
a pecuniary success. 
pHe has lately come prominently before tho 
public through an interview, in which he as- 
cribes the very much talked of and very little 
existing immorality of the stage to t!u> growth 
of burlesque. 
Considering 
the extremely 


TYenchy tone of many of the plays which 
have been brought out by Mr. Palmer, this is 
rather funny. The question seems to be as 
to which has the most demoralizing influence, 
a pretty womnn. in scant display, who does 
nothing immodest on the stage, or tha presen- 
tation of social villainy in a dress suit. Tha 
question is still agitating the public mind. 


Mr. Edward E. Rice is the champion ofc 


burlesque and the molt mccessful manager 
in that fleld. Mr. Rice us«d to be a clerk in 
a Boston music store. He compose* mutic, 
manage* two or time companies and bat pat 
man pretty girl* an tto dag* than any othar 


manager hi the country. Mr. Rico la emtn- 
tially a popular man, genial, ready-witted 
ind generous. Ha is a charming companion 
»nd «. valuable friend. He has seen much of 
the unpleasant side of life, but has been Jolly 
tad persevering through it all When he 
was in hard luck he was as cheerful in bor- 
rowing as he is now in lending. A rtory 
characteristic both of Mr. Rice and Mr. Stet- 
son, is told. Rice one day sent a messenger 
down to Stetson, post haste, to borrow $2,500. 
"Hand me my check book, quick," exclaimed 
Stetson as he read the note, 


"But," urged his bookkeeper, "you are not

syes. He is a composer of considerable merit, 
is well as a clever manager, and much o£ hi* 
dance music is very popular. Mr. Arouson's 
Casino scheme, with its Moorish arches, its 
fairy-like root garden and its entertainment 
of well sung and magnificently staged comic 
opera, was long regarded as a chimera by his 
brother managers, but when the Casino began 
io materialize its success was assured. James 
D. Fish, of Marine bank fame, Ferdinand 
Ward and Gen. Grant were among the stock- 
holders who furnished money for the enter- 
prise. But it is to Mr. Aronson's pluck, 
snergy and refined taste that the Casino is 
due.

Shakespeare, but conceit is pardonable in a 
successful mnn. The sarao exuberant imag- 
ination which ho used to display in liis con- 
coction ol: newspaper reports enters into 
the composition ol! his plays. 


He has not yot worked in tho pig story 


which modo him famous in Pittsburg journal- 
ism, but it;s dramatization is only a quu.-tion 
oftimo.

He is gom-rous in his 
own peculiar way and no appeal from one 
who has known him in the days of his ad- 
versity goes unheeded. 


A large man, with a queer eye, a genial 


manner and a big heart is John Stetson, of 
the Fifth Avenue theatre. He began lifo as 
a devil in a printing office and a professional 
athlete, and has risen to his present position 
by hard work and good sense. He is a famil- 
iar figure in the Brunswick cafe1, where he 
delights f.o stand with a congenial crowd and 
tell stories and gossip until all hours in the 
morning. It is here that Mr. Stetson gets 
oft some of the brightest boil mots, which go 
the rounds of the clubs the next day as Stot- 
son's latest, and it is hero that he occasionally 
makes the mistakes which have gained him 
the reputation of lieing the managerial Mrs. 
Malaprop. Most of the stories are made up 
and hung on to Stetson because everybody 
knows his good nature, but occasionally he 
makes a comical blunder. 


When Joe Brooks, tho eminent Hebrew 


theatrical speculator, was suing Charlie 
Byrne for 
libel, Stetson, Ned Gilmore 


and a lot more were subpoenaed to ap- 
pear in court at 10" o'clock in the morning. 
They concluded it would be no use to go to 
bed it they had to get up so early, and they 
prepared to sit it out. About 4 o'clock they 
began to get cross and sleepy, and wish 
Byrne and Brooks and the suit in various 
warm places. "John." said one of the party 
to Stetson, "you are a mutual friend. 
Why 


don't you smooth out this matter between 
Charlie and Brooks?" 
" Oh! I've tried, but its no USB,"' said Stefc- 


BOB. "There's too much vermin in both of 
'era." 
It took the boys some time to find out that 


he meant venom. But Mr. Stetson is a rich 
man, a successful r,.nn, a. shrew 1 business 
man, 
universally popular and respected, and 


he can afford to :<iu;'h atsunh jokes. 


One of the irost misunderstood men in New 


York is John Duff, of the Stiuulnrd theatre. 
Heavily built and determined looking, vvith 
an expression of solemnity on his face n'nd a 
deep rooted detestation for dead h?ads in his 
heart, it muFt.be admitted that he is not a 
man that a timid person would care to "brace 
for passes." Yet, after all, the severity is only 
asm-face indication. If a dead liood can 
really do anything in return fur his seats no 
man is more generous than John Duff; be has 
an independent man's dislike of being swin- 
dled, that is all. When once he makes 
a friendship it lasts. People often mistake 
his bluff manner for rudeness, but in reality 
he is one of tbe kindest of men. There is no 
hypocrisy about John Duff; if he don't like a 
man he say? so, and if he does like him hit 
preference is not exhibited by empty compli- 
ments. He is an able manager, having been 
largely instrumental in building up the pres- 
ent prosper! t> of Daly's. He now stands b»- 
hind his son, »'ames C. Duff, at the Standard, 
and advises m,d suggests much to the proflft 
of the young man, who is a clever, paint-tak- 
ing, quiet young fellow, with just a tooofa ol 
hit father1! manner, which will probably <te- 
T«lop u he grow* older.

It may truly be said, as compared with other planters, that it is not only an 
improvement, but more than that; it involves in its operation a new method 
peculiar in itself and complete, unlike others in scarceiy any feature.

wish only to get this machine well introduced during the incoming season 
being confident that after having used it or Been it, it will be the one wanted, 


It is evident that corn planters, as in general use, are too heavy on the, 


team and out of proportion in weight and ai|e to their work; yet it had. 
u t appeared practical that any material improvement conld be made upon 
them BO long as two persons riding on the machine were necessary to its 
operation; but with th* check rower in general use, as it is at present, the 
need of a second attendant is dispensed with; also the different manner of 
handling the planter with the check rower, wheu turning at tbe ends, not 
only admits of, but certainly calls for, a different form of construction, so 
as it shall be simplified, lightened, and be better balanced, compact inform 
and durable. In working out a praotictl check-rowing machine, and the 
experience of introducing it into general use, as applied to the several 
kiuds of corn planters, also the large experience with planters in the field, 
emphasized the need for improvement, in that planters were not adapted 
in very many respects to the new conditions developed in the use there- 
with of the check rower.

let. Tha methoi of covering by means of tbe independent action of the forward 


and rear covering wheala, which insures the absolute covering of the corn, each 
wbeel having an even pressure on opposite sides of the farrow, and acting one iu 
reitr of the other, permits the forward wheat partially to fill the furrow, the rear one 
coming after, lapping the soil over, and closing perfectly the ffstk made by the 
rnnnnr.

it should not be rolled over the seed, a crust being formed, hindering tbe seed from 
coming up. The covering wheels are adjustable to or from the furrows, so as the 
pressure may be put immediately over the seed or from either side of the furrow 
more or less, according to the distance of the wheels from the furrow. When, after 
prepared, the ground has been rained on and is settled or baked, tbe wheels should 
run closer, according as is necessary to move the soil and close the furrow; if loose 
and the soil moves freely, further away.
